THE CAMBRIA THE WINNER.

Nuw Yonx, July 27—4 P, M,—The Cambria
Las just arrived at Sendy Hook.

The Deuntless is reported in sight off the
Highlards.

New Yorg, July 27,—The annonncement
oif the Cambrin's arrival created great ex-
citexuent in this city, the colora of the yacht
heing promptly displayed from the City Hall,
and her vietory announced by the firing of
caynon in City Hall Perk., 'The Cambria pro-
ceeded up the bay, flying the sters and stripes
£t ber fore, and attended by numerous tugs,
yachte, and eraft of various desoriptions, and
came to anchor off Stapleton, Staten Island,
pt half-past 4, Her progress up the harbor
wie prected with a demonstration of welcome
from all passing and accompanying vessels,
which the Cawmbrie acknowledged by her
colors., The Cunerder Scotin and Cnba, of
the seme line, just entering port, iired
salutes as they passed the Cawmbria. The
Loug Branch steamer Piymouth Rock, how-
ever, made no recognition of the winning
yacht. A number of tugs and yachts, gaily
decorated, went down to the Cambria from
the city, and hearly and cordial congeatnla-
tions were exchanged with the victors.

The Cambrin passed Sandy Hook at 345
